day following; being 
March the 21ft, there 
was prefented to the 
, houfe, and read, a 
petition of the feveral merchants, ma- 
nufacturers, and traders, refiding in 
and near the city of London, whofe 
names were thereunto fubfcribed ; 
which petition was chiefly of the fame 
import with the former, and with this 
addition, that the petitioners begged 
leave to lay before the houfe their fears 
and apprehenfions, that, notwith{tand- 
ing the propofed additional duties, the 
lower and inferior ranks of people 
would {till be able to purchafe, and 
confequently would return to the un- 
bounded ufe of, fuch fpirituous liquors, 
to which, the petitioners apprehended; 
the great intended drawbacks and 
bounty would be no fmall encourage- 
thent, by being productive of the-clan- 
deftine running-in and re-landing fuch 
liquors, and thereby enabling the re- 
tailers thereof to vend the fame at as 
low, if not lower prices, than they could 
before the faid prohibition took place ; 
by which means the late dreadful and 
calamitous evils would inevitably re- 
turn upon this kingdom; and there- 
fore praying, &c. | 

This petition likewife was only or 
dered to lie upon the table ; and the 
order of the day, for the houfe to re- 
folve itfelf into the {aid committee, be- 


ing read, the following inftructions 
were ordered to the fame, viz. 

That they fhould have power, 

1. Toreceive a claufe, or claufes, to 
afcertain the fize and contents of the 
ftills, which fhould conftitute a com- 
mon diftiller within the meaning of the 
laws in being. 

2. To receive aclaufe, or claufes, 
to impower the officers of excile to 
feize fuch ihips, veflels; boats, wherries, 
pinnaces, barges, and galleys, as might 
by the laws in being, be feized by the 
officers of the cuftoms. 

3. To receive a claufe, or claufes, 
to prevent the compounding or recti- 
fying of any {pirits by the diltillers, or 
makers of {pirits, from corn or grain. 

. To receive a claufe,or claules, to 
allow a drawback upon the exportation 
of rum, or other fpirits, of the growth 
of his majefty’s fugar colonies, im- 

rted into this kingdom. And 

5. To make provifion in the faid 
bill, for afcertaining the quantity of 
fpirits to be fhipped for {tores,and con 
fumed on board fhips bound to parts 
beyond the feas, arid for betrer regu- 
lating the payment of the drawbacks, 
allowances, and bounties, on fuch {pi- 
rits fo fhipped. 

A motion was likewife made for an 
inftrution to the faid committee, that 


_they fhould have power to receive a 


claufe, or claufes, to prevent the ufe of 
unmalted corn, in the making of malt 
fpirits, or of fugar in the making of 
melaffes {pirits. 

And alfo a motion was made for art 
inftru@tion, that the committee fhould 
lave power to receive a claufe, or clau- 
fes, for allowing the like drawback, up- 
on the exportation of fpirits drawn in 
Great Britain from melaffes, as was 
then allowed upon the exportation of 
fpirits drawn in Great Britain from 


corn. 
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But, as to both thefe motions, upon 
the queftion’s being put, it paffed in 
the negative ; the former, upon a di- 
wifion of 100 to 8g. 

The houfe then refolved itfelf into 
the faid committee, went through the 
bill with feveral amendments; and the 
report being, by order, received on the 
24th, feveral of the amendments, being 
read a fecond time, were agreed to; 
and another amendment being read a 
fecond time, feveral parts of the mi- 
nutes taken of the evidence relating to 
{pirituous liquors, which was given be- 
fore the committee of ways and means, 
and alfo part of the aét 6 Geo. II. cap. 
17, were upon motion read; after 
which a motion was made, that the 
faid bill fhould be recommitted; but 
the queition, after a long debate, be- 
ing put, it pafled in the negative, up- 
on a divifion of 58 to 53: Whereup- 
on the other amendments made by the 
committee were, with an amendment 
to one of them, agreed to; a claufe 
was added 5 and feveral amendments 
were made by the houfe; and the 
bill, with the amendments, was order- 
ed to be ingrofled. The very next 
day, the bill now intitled, ‘* A bill for 
preventing the exceflive ufe of {piritu- 
ous liquois, by laying additional du- 
ties thereon; for fhortening the pro- 
hibition for making low wines and 
{pirits from wheat, &c. for encoura- 
ging the exportation of Britifh made 
Spirits ; and for mérc eff Aually fecu- 
ring the duties payable upon fpirits, 
aud- preventing the fraudulent re-land- 
ing, Of importation, thereof,’ was 
read the thiid time; and, after feve- 
ral amendments were mide to it by 
the houfe, the bill was, upon a divifion 
of 58 to 24, pailed, and fent to the 
lords, by whom it was paffed without 
amendment; andon the rsth of April 
it received the royal affent by commif- 
fon: Put whether this A& may not 
revive the former abufe of {pirituous 
Jiquors, mutt be left to be determined 
by expericace; for if, notwithftand- 
og the high dutics, a palatable proofs 
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fpirit can be made, and fold by retail 
at 4s, or under per gallon, (which, 
from calculations laid before the houfe, 
feems to be highly probable) I am ap- 
prehenfive, that confidering the many 
exc fes we have upon beer and ale, the 
abufe will revive, and will every year 
increafe. In cold and moill climates, 
fome fort of warming, exhilarating li- 
quor feems, by the cultom of all fuch 
countries, to be neceflary: for the 
health of the people, and for enabling 
the poor to go through their daily tafk, 
Befide this, it gives a relief and a com- 
rort to the mind. 

How fumes of wine the thinking part 

can fire, 

Paft cpes revive, and prefent joys 

infpire ? 

as Dr Garth {tates it, is a queftion that 
no folid philofopher will ever, I be- 
lieve, attempt to anfwer ; but that 
wine, or any ftrong liquor, produces 
this effe@, there are very few, I believe, 
in any country, that have not experi- 
enced: Therefore we cannot wonder 
that a poor creature, who is doomed 
by fate to earna fcanty fubfifience by 
hard labour, fhould be fond of an ex- 
hilarating draught, and fhould chufe 
that liquor which exhilarates molt for 
the lealt money. That a quart of 
good beer is better for. the fupport of 
the body than half a pint of gin, eve- 
ry one will grant; but that Iralf a pint 
of proof-gin will exhilarate more, of 
at leaft more quickly, than 2 quart of 
gocd beer, every one will find, that 
dares unce make the experiment: And 
therefore every inconfiderate perfon, 
that has once made the experiment, 
will repeat it as often as they have 
an opportunity, efpecially if they 
be fuch whofe labour is not hard, but 
inceffant ; for fuch people excufe them- 
felves by merrily faying, they get 
diunk without lofing time. 

It was the high price to which our 
malt-liquors had been raifed by our €X> 
ciles, that firft occafioned the abufe ot 
{pirituous liquors , andI am afraid the 
abufe will continue as long as the vul- 

gar 








feveral a&ts, and by 1 5s. d° 
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rcan get drunk, or exhilarate them- 
felves, with gin, at a cheaper rate than 
they can do with common beer or ale: 
And that this high price is entirely 
owing to our excifes, is evident ; for 
malt is now fold cheaper that it was in 
the firft year of James I. when it was 
enacted, that no inn keeper, victualler, 
or alehoufe-keeper, fhall fell Jefs than 
a full ale-quart of the beft ale or beer, 
or two quarts of the fmall, for one 
penny, on pain of 20s. But then we 
may fuppofe, that all or moft retailers 
brewed their own liquors, and proba- 
bly made their own malt too; and 


' the prefent advanced price of fuch li- 


quors clearly fhew how heavily a tax 
upon confumption muft always fall 
upon the confumers of any commodi- 
ty, as will appear from the following 
account of the taxes now paid upon

And there is, befides a duty of one 
penny per pound upon hops, firft ° 
granted by the 9 A. chap. 12, and hy 
the Geo, I. chap. 12, continued for 
ever. 

Thefe, fo far as I know, are all the 
taxes now fubfifting upon malt or male 
liquors ; and, as to thofe upon the li- 
quors themfelves, the amount of them 
is pretty certain ; but, as to thofe up- 
on malt and hops, the amount mutt de- 
pend upon the quantity of malt and 
hops made ufe of in brewing a barrel of 
32 gallons of ale, or 36 gallons of 

beer : However, upon common beer 
or ale, I believe, we may reckon, that 
the whole of the taxes does not a- 
mount to above 10s. per barre], which 
is not, upon common beer, above 3 d. 
and one third of a penny per gallon ; 
and yet the confumer now pays a fhil- 
ling for a gallon of beer, whercas, 
at the beginning of che reign of Jomes 
I. he might have had a gallon of as 
good, if not better beer, for 4 d. 

But this advance in the-price we 
cannot wonder at, if we confider that 
every merchant, manufacturer, and 
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dealer or retailer, myft have a profit 
upon the goods or merchandize in 
which he deals ; and that profit mult 
be {fuchas will anfwerto him, 1{t, Com- 
mon interc{t for the money he employs 
in fetting up and carrying on his trade 5 
adly, A proper confideration for the 
trouble he is at, and the time he em- 
ploys, in managing his trade; and, 
gdly, The lots he fultains by bad 
debts, and other misfortunes incident 
‘to the branch of trade he engages in. 
Now, every one of thefe demands up- 
on his profit, efpecially the firft and 
lait, is greatly increafed by every tax 
upon any commodity in ‘which he 
deals ; and confequently he muft in- 
fift upon a profit proportionably great- 
er; otherwife he mutt have no intereft 
for his money, or no confideration for 
his time and trouble, or be ruined by 
lofies which he cannot avoid: And, 2s 
to this Iaft, it is certain, that brewers 
and retailers of malt liquers are expo- 
fed to fuffer more frequently by the 
infolvency of their debtors, than an 
other fort of traders or dealers we have 
anongft us ; and as, in all fuch cafes, 
the brewers muft lofe what they have 
paid for the taxes, as well as the prime 
coft of the liquors, thefe taxes lay them 
under a neceflity of increafing the price 
of their liquors in a higher proportion 
than is neceffary, or perhaps ufval, in 
any other fort of taxed confumption, 
We ought, therefore, to be extreme- 
ly cautious of taxing any fort of con- 
fumption that is neceffary for the la- 
bouring part of our people, becanfe it 
muft always greatly enhance the price 
of labour; whereas it ought to be the 
care, becaufe it is the duty, of all go- 
vernors, to endeavour to render the 
price of labour as cheap as poffible 
within the limits of their government, 
We ought not even to grudge a poor 
labouring m:n, efpecially in this cli- 
mate, a little of that liquor which 
comforts or exhilarates the mind, pro- 
vided it be fuch as does not quickly 
satoxicate. The yle of the former 
name bere om ; but, of the latter, 
ne ght to be prevented as much 


-« 





as poflible: And this was the defign 
of the law in king James’s time, which 
I have mentioned ; for it was then jud- 
ged, I believe rightly, that no retailer 
could afford to make his beer or ale fo 
{trong as quickly to intoxicate, if he 
was by law obliged to fell it fora pen- 
ny aquart. J with we hada law of 
this kind with refpeét to gin, but with 
a contrary direction; for it would 
probably, in a great meafure, execute 
itfelf. It was a juft obfervation of a 
gentleman who had the honour to be 
of the late king’s private club; for 
his late majelty was of a temper fo fo. 
ciable, as to have a club of chofen 
friends with whom he ufed to converfe 
very familiarly ; and having afked one 
of them his opinion of the T okay they 
were drinking, the gentleman anfwer- 
ed, ** It was moft delicious wine, but 
it was not fit for converfation.” This, 
I fay, was a juft obfervation ; for no 
liquor is fo, if a imafl quantity of it 
intoxicates ; and no fuch liquor can 
be too heavily taxed, becaufe by fuch 
liquots the drinker is furprifed into 
drunkennefs, and ought to be warned 
by the extravagance of the price. 

For this reafon it may, perhaps, be 
jultly faid, that the taxes upon fome 
very {trang forts of beer or ale are ra- 
ther too low; but it muft at the fame 
time be granted, that our taxes upon 
what we call common keer, or ale, 
which are fo neceffary, in this climate, 
for the fupport of hard labour, are by 
much too high: And, of all the taxes 
we have, thofe upon fmall beer, or 
what is fold for 4s. or under, are the 
moft extravagant, I may fay, the moit 
unjuft; for every tax is fo, that is 
not in fome, meafure, and as far a$ 
poflible, proportioned to the circum- 
ftances of thofe that are to pay it. 
The tax upon fmall beer falls chiefly 
upon the very pooreft fort of out 
people; for the rich, and even thofe 


in middling circumftances, efpecially 


if they live in the country, or in any 
of our country towns or villages, g¢- 
nerally brew their own fall beer, and 
sonfequently pay none of thofe “ 

ma, cifés 
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‘re that are impofed upon {mall beer 
nage Seeks, 1 mutt think that 
the malt-tax, grievous as it 18, 1s, 
neverthelefs, more equitable than the 
tax upon {mall beer, becsafe the for- 
met is paid by the rich as well as by 
the poor, and by every one in pro- 

rtion to his confumption, though 
not in proportion to wis circumfances. 
Our tax upon finall beer is likewife 
one of the hcavieft taxes we have upon 
any fort of confumption that does not 
fall properly under the denomination 
of luxury; for, as it will take, at 
leat, two bufhels of malt to make a 
barrel of good fmall beer, and a cou- 
ple of pounds of hops, if defigned for 


_ keeping, the whole of the taxes now 
payable upon a barrel of fuch {mall 


beer as was formerly fold for 6s. muft 
amount to 3s. 6d. that is to fay, 
1s, 10d. on the liquor, 1s. 6d. on 
the malt, and 2d. on the hops; and 
a tax of 3s. 6d. on a commodity, 
whofe prime cott is but 6s. is equal to 
a land-tax of 11s. 8d. in the pound. 

lam far from fuppofing that the 
{mall beer now fold for 6s. per barrel 
is equal to the. fma!l beer fold at that 
price before we had any tax upon it: 
Jt muft now be a very poor fort of 
ftuff; but this is the very reafon that 
makes our people fo fond of gin: A 
Jabouring man finds nq relief, or com- 
fort, in a pint of our modern fort of 
{mall beer, for the very wortt fort of 
which he muft now pay a_half-penny ; 
therefore he has recourfe to a dram of 
gin, which he may now, or may very 
foon, have, perhaps for a farthing, 
but at moft for a half-penny. One 
dram brings another ;_ that, a third ; 
and, before he has time to find himfelf 
comforted, he is fo far intoxicated, as 
to have Joft all manner of retenue, or 
difcretion : Which praétice always has 
been, and always will be, more fre- 
quent among our poor women, be- 
caufe they have ufually Iefs money, 
and are more liable to lownefs of fpi- 
fits, than our labouring men 3 where- 
as, if our fmall beer were as good, and 
but near ag cheap, as in the beginning 
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of the reign of James the firlt, (which 
it would foon come to be if all the 
excifes upon the liquor were abolifhed) 
fam perluaded, that none of the rifing 
generation, while in health, would 
ever think of a dram of gin: There 
fore I believe that the abdolifhing of 
thefe excifes would be a more effectual 
method for preveating the abufe cof 
{piritucus liquors, than any that hag 
been hitherto thought of ; and the lols 
of the publick revenue might be, ina 
great meafure, made good bya new 
excife upon all beer or ale retailed at 
above 36s. per barrel, or above that 
rate for any greater or |: {ler quantity. 
On the 14th of Novemter, prefently 
after the above-ment oned refolvtion 
relating to the act of the former fef- 
fion, for prohibiting the making of 
Jow wines and fpirits from wheat, &c. 
was agreed to, a motion was made, 
and it was ordered, that leave be piven 
to bring in a bill to continue, for a 
time to be limited, the a@ of the then 
Jaft feffion, for permitting the impor- 
tation of falted beef, &c. from Ire- 
Jand; and that Mr Thomas Coventry 
and Mr Nugent fhould prepare and 
bring inthe fame. Accordingly it was 
prefented to the houfe by Mr Coventry 
on the 16th, paffed through both 
houfes without any great oppofition, 
and received the royal affent by com- 
miifion on the zoth of December ; for, 
as it continued the liberty of importa- 
tion only until the 24th of December 
now next, and contained no new 
claufe, it could not occafion much op- 
pofition. On the contrary, as it had 
been proved, before the committee on 
the bill, that the importation had been 
of great fervice to this kingdom, par- 
ticularly in reducing the price of falted 
beef for his majefty’s navy, it is fur- 
prifing that the bill was not made per- 
petual, as a perpetual law would en- 
courage the breeding and fattening of 
cattle in Ireland, and very much pre- 
vent the exportation of falted beef 
from Ireland to France, which, I fear, 
furnifhes them with an opportunity to 
export their wool to the fame country ; 
an 
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and furely a low price of beef muft al- 
ways be of great fervice to the poor, 
and confequently to the manulactures 
of this kingdom: But fo wedded are 
the people of all countries to old cuf- 
toms and old opinions, though evi- 
dently founded epon the ignorance or 
prejudice of former ages, that, in or- 
der to get this bill pailed with the 
greater cafe, it was thought proper, it 
feems, not to atiempt the continuance 
of this permiflion for any longer time, 
and even to omit adding the words 
ufally added in all temporary bills, to 
wit, and to the end of the next fejfion 
of parliament. 

And, on the faid 14th of Novem-~ 
ber, as foon as the order for bringing 
in this lalt bill was agreed to, it was 
moved, and ordered, that leave fhould 
be given to bring ina bill, to enable 
his majcity’s lieutenants of the feveral 
counties in England and Wales to pro- 
ceed in the execution of the laws re- 
Juiing to the militia, notwithftanding 
any adjournments; and that Sir Wil- 
liam Beauchamp Proétor, Mr Cooke, 
Sir John Crotie, major-general Corn- 
wallis, and Mr Vyner, junior, fhould 
prepare and bring in the fame. The 
bill was accordingly prefented by Mr 
Cooke on the 22d, when it was read 
a firft time, and ordered to be read a 
fecond time; after which it was pafled 
through both houfes without eppofi- 
tion, and received the royal affent, by 
commiflion, on the 13th of December: 
And the reafon for its being brought 
in, as well as for its being fo quickly 
palfed into a iw, will appear from the 
preamble of tse act, which fets forth, 
that feveral lieutenantsof counties, &c. 
in purfuance of the power veited in 
them by the act of 31 Geo. II. have 
jufpended all farther proceedings in the 
execution of that a¢t, until the next 
year, and others until Viarch or April, 
1760; fo that no procecdinps cantbe 
had til the faid limited times are ex- 
piced: And ailo that the fpeedy carry- 
ing into execution the feveral provis 
fions made by law, for the better or- 
dering the militia forces, is moit ef 
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fentially neceffary, at this jungure, ty 
the peace and fecurity of this kingdom: 
Therefore enacted, that the licutenan, 
of every fuch place fhail, within one 
month after the pafling of this 2@ 
proceed as if fuch proceedings had nie 
been fuipended, and fhall fummon 4 
meeting, for the fame purpof:, once 
in every fucceediny month, until q 
fufficient number of officers, qualified 
and willing to ferve, have been found 
or until the expiration of the a@ for

turned to this town; he has 
repeated to me the ftrong tcftimony, 
which he had before given me, of the 
good will, the zeal and btavery of your 
company of militia. 

I expected no lefs from the fidelity 
of the brave Canadians, and from 
their attachment to their native coun- 
try. 

His majefty, who is by this time, 
probably informed of your gioriovs 
victory, will be no leis pleafed with 
this, than affected with the diftreiles of 
the colony: fo that fuppofing that a 
peace has not been concluded, on the 
receipt of this news, the king of Eng- 
land cannot poflibly avoid fubicribing 
fuch terms as our monarch fhall have 
impofed upon him. ) 

You are not uninformed of the great 
advantages which we have gained in 
Europe during the laft campaign, over 
the Englifh and Pruffians. 

The prifoners which we are bring- 
ing in every moment, all agree in con- 
firming them. 

o The truth is, his majelty is in per- 

fon in Holland, with an army of 
290,000 men, the prince of Conti in 
Germany with 100,000, and the prin- 
ces of Deux Ponts, and Soubife, com- 
mand the army of the Empire of 
200,000: and laftly, the emprefs of 
Roflia, and the queen of. Hungary, 
have join’d their whole force, and are 
taking meafures for the conquer! of 
the remainder of his Pruflian majefty’s 
dominions. 

Befides this, the Isft accounts affure 
us, that ghe garrifons of Fort Frederic, 
Niagara and Chouagan, have fufferec 
preatly by a Gcknefs, which is not yer 
{topped, and that the regular troops in 
New England are reduced to nothing. 

Gen. Murray therctore has dcifperted 

inia- 
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manifeltoes to no purpofe, to magnify 
his own nation, to pacify the Canadi- 
ans, to engage them to lay down their 
arms, to difcredit our bills of exchange, 
and our curreney, at the fame time 
that the Englifh traders are eager to 
procure them, becaufe they ave been 
regularly paid. 

You fee, fir, that the colony is draw- 
ing to the end of its hardhhips and dif- 
treiles, and that it is upon the point of 
feeing plenty fucceed to fearcity. 

If the Englifh make any attempt, it 
can have no other object than the am- 
bition of their generals; we are tho- 
roughly prepared to repufe them with 
fpirit; we have a train of artillery, 
befides that which we took from the 
enemy ; a ftill greater proportion of 
powder, ball, and ammunition, fer the 
operations which I have projected ; 
we have alfo provifions enough, by 
means of the refources which we fhall 
find in the good will of the Canadians, 
who have the greateft intereft in the 
prefervation of their religion and li- 
berty. The king’s troops will even 
live, if neceflary, upon roots, when 
they cannot do better, and will not fail 
to join their endeavours to thofe of 
the brave Canadians. 

My intention then is that you and 
all your militia, fhould hold yourfelves 
ready to march with arms, baggage, 
and eight days provifions, to our fron- 
tiers, when the cafe fhall require it, 

I believe I may venture to affure you, 
that thefe will be the laft difpofitions 
which I fhall have occafion to make, 
for the defence of this colony ; being 
firmly convinced, that fome time in 
Augult, at latelt, we thall have peace, 
provifions, and, in general, whatever 
we want, Lam, &c.

Mr Swymmer having obferved thy ne 
when he pulled off his itockings in the re 
evening, they frequently made a crack. or 
ling noife, and emitted {parks of fire, 
efpecially when the weather was {.. th 
vourable for eleétrical experiments, he fe 
tho’t it a proper object of philofophi- b 
cal enquiry. P 
- He found no eleétricity either ix : 
thread or cotton ftockings, and but ft 
little in ftockings of filk and worfted Hl 
worn fingle; he then tried the effee : 
of two ftockings upon one leg, and 
found that two produced little or no 


effect, except one of them was white 
and one black, and in that cafe the : 
effect was furprifing, whether the 
worfted or filk was uppermolt. 

When the weather is dry and clear 
it is not neceffary to wear the {tock- 
ings a whole day, for, if they are well 
dried and made warm at the fire before 
they are put on, they will thew proofs 
of electricity in a fhort time. In ta- , 
king them off care muft be taken not 
to feparate them; but, upon pulling 
them afunder, after they are taken off 
together, they will appear to be highly 
ele&trified ; and if the hand, initead 
of the leg, is introduced into the f{tock- 
ings, the experiment will fucceed in a 
lefs degree. 

The eleétricity produced by black 
and white filk is ftronger than that 
between filk and worfted of the fame 
colours,and {tronger in a much greater 
degree than that between worfted and 
worlted. When a black filk f{tocking 
and a white one were drawn off toge- 
ther from the leg, having been worn 
only ten minutes, they were, upon 
being pulled afunder, found to be fo 
much inflated by the eleétricity they 
had acquired, that each of them fhew- 
ed the intire fhape of the leg, and they 
attracted each other at the diftance of 
a foot and an half; the white ftocking 
is politively electrified, and the black 
flocking negatively; when the two 
white, or the two black, that _ 
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heen feparately drawn on with a flock- 
ing of the other colour, are brought 
near to each other, they are mutually 
repelled, fo as to make an angle of 30 
or 35 degrees. 
Wien the black and white ftocking 
that have been drawn off together, are 
feparated in the dark, and the finger is 


" prought to them they exhibit the ap- 


pearance of elefrical fire. When this 
experiment 1s made with the black 
ftocking, a pencil of rays iffues from 
the finger; when with the white the 
light at the end of the finger appears 
fpherical, and when the electricity is 
ftrong it feems to break with an explo- 
fion between the ftocking and finger. 
' The eleétrical phial may alfo be 
charged with the ftockings, either po- 
fitively or negatively, by prefenting 
the wire that iffues from the neck of 
the vial to the white or black ftocking. 
By the electricity of four ftockings 
thrown into the vial, Mr-'Swymmer 
kindled fome fpirits of wine, which he 
held in a tea fpoon, and felt the blow 
from his elbows to his breaft. 
_ It appears, from other experiments, 
that the black and white {tocking ad- 
here fo ftrongly together, that it re- 
quired fometimes a weight of 17 oun- 
ces to feparate them; to fucceed in 
thefe experiments the ftockings mutt 
be feparated at a diftance from the 
cloaths of the operator, and every 
thing elfe that may leffen their virtue. 
There is fome reafon to fuppofe 


that the electricity thus produced in 


ftockings does not depend upon their 
colour, as colour, but upon the in- 
gredients ufed in the dye. It is the 
Opinion of this gentleman that the o- 
perations of electricity do not depend 
Upon one fingle pofitive power, but 
upon two diftinét pofitive powers, 
Which counteraét each other. 

_As to pofitive and negative eleétri- 
city, he fuppofes that a body faid to 
be pofitively ele@trified is not poffeffed 
of a Jarger fhare of eleGtric matter 
than in a natural ftate; nor a body 


faid to be negatively eledrified of lefs ; 


out that the body pofitively ele@rified 
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pofleffes a larger portion of one of 
thefe powers, and the body negatively 
electrified a larger portion of the o- 
ther; while a body in its natural ftate, 
having thefe two powers exaly bal- 
lanced in it remains unelectrified ; and, 
as a proot of this opinion, he ob- 
ferves, that, upon difcharging the 
Leyden vial we perceive the effects 
both of a power acting from within 
to the outfide, and at the fame inftant 
from the ouifide to within; and, upon 
receiving the ftroke on a quire of pa- 
per, with a degree of electricity {trong 
enough to pierce it, it will sppear to 
have been pierced in two oppolite di- 
rections, of which he relates feveral in- 
ftances, fome occurring in experiments 
made by himfelf, and fome in others, 
which he made in conjunction with 
Dr Franklin. 

XXXVII. An enquity concerning 
the {tone called by the ancients /yacu- 
rium, by Dr Watfon. 

This {tone Dr Woodward fuppofes 
to have been the belemnites, and o- 
thers, particularly the late Mr Geof- 
froy, fuppofe it to have been amber, 
but as we are told by Theophrattus, 
that the Jyncurium was ufed for en- 
graving feals upon, that it was pellu- 
cid, fo hard as not to be polifhed with- 
out difficulty, and had a power of at-

Dr Watfon fuppofes the lyocurium 
to be the tourmalin, as the tourmalin 
agrees with Theophraltus’s defcription 
of the lyncurium in all its fenfible 
qualities. 

XXXVIII. An attempt to accourt 
for the repular diurnal variation of the 
magnetic needle, and its irregular va- 
riation at the time of an aurora bore- 
alis, by John Canton, M. A. and 
F. R. S. 

The regular diurnal variation of the 
needle is weftward, by a motion which 
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commences about eight or nine o’clock 
in the morning, and continues till a- 
bout one ortwo; the needle is then 
ftationary fome time, and afterwards 
moves pradually backwards again till 
it attains its fir(t fituation, which it 
does in the night, or by the next 
morning ; its greatelt variation is fel- 
dom more than 1gd. 4m. The irre- 
gular variation, when there is an au- 
sora borealis, is by a flow motion ealt- 
ward in the latter part of the morning, 
or weltward in the latter part of the 
afternoon, alfo when it moves either 
way after night, or fuddenly both ways 
within a fhort time. 

To account for thefe variations, 
Mr Canton obferves that the attractive 
power of the magnet, whether natural 
or artificial, will decreafe while the 

‘magnet is heating, and increafe while 
it is cooling, as has been demonftrated 
by many experiments, 

Now the magnetic parts of the earth 
in the north, on the eaf? fide, and the 
magnetic parts of the earth in the 
north on the qwe/ff fide of the magnetic 
meridian, that is, the direction of the 
needle, when it is firft {tationary in a 
morning, act equally on the north end 
of the needle; for a {tationary direc- 
tion can no otherwife be produced 
thon by the equal a&tion of two oppo- 
fire powers. If then the eaftern mag- 


netic parts of the earth are heated. 


fufter by the fun in the morning than 
the weflern parts, it follows that the 
eaftern parts acing proportionably 
with lefs power on the needle than 
tre weftern, the equilibrium of the 
two powers will be de(troyed, and the 
needle will move weltward, and con- 
tinue fuch motion till the ‘magnetic 
parts on each fide are heated equally, 
when it will ftop, the attracting pow- 
ers being again in equilibrio; but as 
the ealtern parts cool fooner than the 
weltern, they will a& proportionably 
with more power than the weftern, the 
equilibrium of the two powers will be 
deliroyed agai, and the needle will 
move bak to the ealtuard till both 
powers are cqually cool, wen, their 
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end of the needle. 
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powers being again equal, the needle 
will be again ftationary. 

This may be eafily demonftrated by 
the following experiment. 

Place a {trong magnet on each fide 
of a compafs, parallel to the magnetic 
meridian, fo that the fouth end of both 
magnets may ac equally upon the 
north end of the needle, ana keep it 
in the magnetic meridian; then place 
a {kreen in fuch a manner that the fun 
may fhine only on the eaftern magnet, 
and the needle will foon begin to 
move wellward, and if the eaftern 
magnet be fhaded while the fun fhines 
on the weltward, the needle will move 
to the ealt. 

By the theory founded on thefe ex- 
periments, the diurnal variation in 
fummer ought to be greater than. that 
in winter, and fo in fat it is found 
to be, for the diurnal variation in June 
and July is almoft twice as much as 
that in December and January. 

As the irregular variation proba- 
bly arifes from heat, unequally com- 
municated to the eaftern and weltern 
magnetic parts of the earth, and yet 
cannot arife from the heat of the fun, 
Mr Canton fuppofes it to be the effec 
of fubterraneous heat, which is gene- 
rated without any regularity of time, 
and which, when it happens on the 
eaftern or weftern parts of the north, 
affeéts the attractive power of the mag- 
netic parts of the carth upon the north 
That the earth Is 
affected with different degrees of heat 
from below, has been proved by x: 
periments with the thermometer. The 
air very near its furface has been often 
found much warmer than the air at 4 
diftance. The aurora borealis, which 
happens when the needle is difturbed 
by the heat of the earth, is fuppofed 
to be the electricity of the heated alt 
above it, and this will appear chiefly 
in the northern regions, as the altera- 
tion’in the heat of the air will be 
greatcft in thofe parts. 

This hypothefis, fays Mr Canton, 
will not feem improbable if it be con- 


‘fidered that electricity is now known 
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to be the caufe of thunder and lighten- 
ing ; that it has been extracted from 
the air at the time of an aurora bore- 
glis; that inhabitants of the north, 
when a fudden thaw happens after fe- 
yere cold weather, obferve the aurora 
to be remarkably ftrong, and that weare 


now acquainted with a fubftance, the | 


tourmalin, which, without friction will 
both emit and abforb the electrical fluid 
merely by the increafe or diminution 
of its heat. | 

To this curious article are annexed 
tables, containing a compleat year’s 
obfervation of the regular and irregu- 
jar diurnal variations of the needle, in 
four columns, the firft containing the 
day of the month, the fecond the ex- 
act time of the day; the third the ab- 
{olute variation weftward, and the 
fourth the degrees of heat in the fhaded 
air determined by Farenheit’s thermo- 
meter, 

From thefe tables is deduced the 
mean diurnal yariation of each month, 
as follows :

to relations of military tranfactions, 
but feem rather to intend it as a gene- 
ral vehicle of whatever is new, curi- 
ous, ufeful, or inftra@ive; the opinion 
of its fubject falling under one of thefe 
denominations, has induced me to 
hope that this letter may not bethought 
unworthy of a place in our magazine ; 
and therefore to trouble you with it. 
The exhibiting to view a {cene of de- 
folation, effected by natural caufes, 
perhaps may be to fome of your rea- 
ders no lefs agreeable, than that of 
thofe which flow from the intrigues, 
animofities, and fury, of moral agents, 
is to others: If you think otherwife, 
you may fupprefs it. The phcenome- 
non I here propofe to give fome ac- 
count of, is what is commonly termed 
a Water-Spout, or fimply, a Spout, 
which happened in the village of 
Brackenthwaite, about fix miles from 
this place, on the 9th of September 
Jatt; And which, by it novelty, hav- 
ing drawn vaft numbers of people to 
be fpectators of its ruinous effects, the 
various and irreconcileable, if not 
contradictory accounts, given of it by 
different perfons, induced me to take 
a ride over, and fatisfy myfelf by ocu- 
lar demonftration; and my finding it 
More extraordinary than either my 
own ideas had imagined it, or the nar- 
ratives I had heard from others repre- 
fented it, prevailed with me to write 
fome account of it. 

The village of Brackenthwaite,

‘which is part of a large valley ex- 


tending from N. toS. about five miles 
in length, and 14 in breadth, is bound- 
ed on the E. by a ridge of very lofty 
mountains, running from N. toS. the 
fouthermoft of which, Graffmere, ig 
reputed the higheft in England, ex- 
cept Skeddow: Its top is quite level, 
and exceeding fpacious, fo as almoft 
to equal in area its bafe; and three 
others, northward of it, pretty nigh 
regularly afcend, with a greater or 
leffer acclivity, according to the dif- 
ferent diltance of their rife from the 
plain; foas all to unite in one nar- 


row fummit, fgmewhat lower than 
Grall- 
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Graflmere; with the extremity where- 
of it is connected by a narrow inclined 
plain. Down the gullies, between thefe 
feveral mountains, defcend three {mall 
brooks, Lizza, Hopebeck, and Hab- 
carton, in ftreams little more than 
fuficient to turn an ordinary mill; 
the firft of which enters the plain a- 
bout the middle, and the fecond the 
mo!t northern part of Brackenthwaite, 
and the third farther northward, at 
the village of Larton. On this fum- 
mit, which is common to all the three 
mountains, and forms as it were their 
joint top, feems tq have been one of 
the breakings, or falls of water, as all 
the three brooks were affected by it, 
and perhaps pretty nigh equally, But 
what made the mifchtef produced by 
the others lefs confiderable than that 
by Lizza, was a fecond fpout on the 
extremity of the top of Graffmere, the 
whole of whofe waters fell into its 
channel. This fecond was tie chief 
caufe of the dam-ge which enfued in 
the valley, not only as it produced, 
in all probability, a much g<eater 
quantity of water than the other, but 
principally by the vaft quantity of 
rubbifh which it brought along with 
it, the whole fide of the mountain, 
down which it rufhed with incon- 
ceivable rapidity, being covered with 
vait heaps of ftones, beds of gravel, 
fand, earth, &c. which lying loofe, 
were calily carried away with fo im- 
peiuous Qterrent. Such a mixture, 
carried with that velocity that it muft 
neceffarily acquire down a flope of a 
mile in length, and fo {teep as to make 
an angle of 60 with the horizon, 
could not but moke terrible havock 
in the valley. The channel of the 
brook being rocky, and its bank rifin 

to 1 confiderable height on each fide 
from the place ef the water of the 
{econd fpout’s falling into Lizza, and 
mixing with thot of the othcr down 
10 the plain, ’tweas fo far kept within 
pretty good bounds; but it was no 
fooner freed from thofe reflraints, than 
it made the moft dreadful devaftation, 


Of the firft field it entered it has {wept 


away both the foil and the gravel quite 
to the rock; and the fecond, confif. 
ing of ten or twelve acres, is entire! 
buried under a fand-bank of fuch 
thicknefs, as never to be removed, nor 
the field recovered. Inftead of the old 
channel, which did not exceed five or 
fix feet in breadth, and one in depth, 
anew one is now made at leaft 18 of 
20 yards in breadth, and 14 deep, 
Notwitltanding which, it overflowed 
its benk on each fide, in fuch a prodi- 
gious ftream, as to be able, at the di- 
fiance of a quatter of a mile, to wah 


away a remarkably thick and {trong 


wall; and what is more wonderful, on 
the other fide, even where on the 
{mooth furface of the mezdow there 
feemed nothing to refift its progrefs, 
in fome places, to tear up vait mailes 
of earth, which can no where be 
found, fo as to ieave a pit of 24 in 
depth, and of 800 or 1000 yards in 
area. Several other pits, ’tis thought, 
were made, ond afterwards filled up 
again with ftones and fand, otherwile 
tis dificult to imagine how the valt 
quantities of flone, which compofed 
the walls nigh the brook, not one of 
which is remaining, fhould have dif- 
appeared. 

Such was the ruin it made in the 
meadows and srable ground, when at 
full liberty to ipread itfeif, and, as it 
were, to roam at large. But impa- 
tient of reftraint, it was no fooners 
by the inclination of the ground, re- 
duced within more fcanty limits, than 
it began to rage indignant, with Te- 
doubled fury.

not to wait for our veffels, and fixed 
a howitzer on board one row galley ; 
the ether four having twelve pounders 
to attack the veffel with. 

On the 16th, though I had made no 
halt, from the time I had left Ofwego, 
l thought proper, from the report I 
had received of the fituation of the e- 
nemy’s fhips, not to lofe a moment, 
but proceed down the river to Swegat- 
chie, and to attack their poft at Ifle 
Royale : the advanced guard, confilt- 
ing of the rangers, Gage’s, light infan- 
try of regiments, and grenadiers, with 
five row galleys, under the command 
of Col. Grant. It was very late in the 
day, when I reached the Point de Bas 
ril, Soon after, we difcovered the 
French veffel, and it was impoflible not 
to puth on to try to attack her, as it 
was acalm. She fired her fignal gens 
on feeing the advanced guard. Night 
came On fo fall, that it was impractica- 
ble to attack her, and then I ordered 
the advanced guard to row into the 
fouth fhore ; and the army late at 
night, reached the Point de Baril. 

The 17th, at day-break, the enemy’s 
veflel made an attempt to fail up the 
river; Col. Williamfon attacked her 
with the five row galleys ; the wind 
became calm, which favoured much ; 
the row galleys could not do better 
than they did ; they fired one hundred 
and eighteen rounds : The veffel fired 
723 had three men killed, twelve 
wounded, and then {truck. A ferjeant 
of artillery was killed on board one of 
the row gatleys; and a New-York 
provincial loft hisleg. The velfel bad 
ten 12 pounders, with four fwivels, and 
ro9 men, commanded by Moaf. Ia 
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Broquerie. ‘Fhis day I took poffeffiog 
of Swegatchie, and encamped there: 
and fent two engineers, with parties 
down the river, to view the coatts and 
fituation of the iflands near L’Iffe 
Royale. 

On the 18th at day-break, the ad. 
vanced guard was ready, but the re. 
pairs of the row-galieys and veffels took 
up fometime. The engineers did not 
return till ten o’clock in the morning; 
it was exceflive bad weather, but I was 
determined to feize the firft moment to 
inveft the place; and as the report of 
the engineers made no alteration in the 
difpofitions I had made, I purfued it 
in the following manner ; I took with 
me Gage’s regiment, three row galleys, 
the light infantry, grenadiers, and 
brigade of regulars, Schuyler’s regi- 
ment of provincials, and the greateft 
part of the Indians with Sir William 
Johnfon, and fome light field-pieces ; 
and rowed down by the north fhore, 


paffed the fort, and took poffeflion of | 


the iflands and coafts below it; whilft 
two companies of rangers, two row- 
galleys, the fecond brigade of regulars, 
Lyman’s regiment of provincials, with 
the remainder of the Indians, under 
the command of Col. Haldimand, were 
were to row down the fouth fhore, 
to take poft oppofite to the fort, where 
they were under cover ; the other pro- 
vincial regiments, and the heavy artil- 
lery, remained at Swegatchie. The 
veifcl failed down the middle of the ri- 
ver, between the two columns, to an- 
chor at random fhot from the fort. 
This was effected with a {mart cannon- 
ading from the fort on the troops, 
rowing along the north fhore, and a- 
gainit the veilel, which funk one row- 
galley, killed two men in another row- 
gailey ; one man had his thigh fhot 
off, and feven were wounded: Several 
boats and oars ftruck with their fhot. 
At eleven at night, the laft boat came 
in, and the place was compleatly invell- 
ed. Ifle Gallot and L’Abbe Picquets 
ifland were found abandoned ; the e- 
nemy having left them in a great hur- 
ry, as we found the fealps they had ta- 
ken on the Mohawk river, with — 
an 
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and utenfils of various kinds ; two 
fwivels, barrels of pitch, and a quanti- 
tity of iron. Our Indians, on finding 
the {calps, burnt the chapel and al! the 
houfes. In the night I tried to get 
up the row-gakley that was fank, but 
could not effect it. 

On the 19th at day-break, I viewed 
the iflands, with Col. Williamfon and 
Lieutenant-colonel Eyre, and fixed the 
batteries; one on each of the two 
iflands neareft the fort ; and one on 
a point of land on the fouth fhore. 
Detachments were tmmediately to open 
gtound. The fort fired at the veflel, 
which was returned ; but I directed 
Lieutenant St Clair, to wham I had gi- 
ven the command of the veffel, to a- 
void firing rather than keep it up. In 
the afternoon, our two veilels appear- 
ed; Ifent orders to them to anchor 
at random fhot from the fort, and to a- 
void firing. At night, I got the row- 
galley up, and faved the gun, that was 
wounded, but not rendered unfervicea- 
ble; prepared fafcines, and every thing 
neceffary for carrying on the fiege; 


_ and ordered the heavy artillery to come 


down this night from Swegatchie. 

20th. I ordered the provincial regi- 
ments from Swegatchie, leaving one 
regiment of the Connecticut troops 
potted at that place. 

_ 23d. Began to fire from all the batte- 
ries. The enemy drew in their guns, 
and tried to put them under. cover. 
After fome time firing, I made a difpo- 
fition for ftorming the fort, with the 
gtenadiers of the army, and ordered 
the veflels to fall down clofe on the 
fort, having put as many markfmen on 
board each thip, as the commanding 
officers chofe to have, in order to keep 
the enemy from their batteries. The 
going down of the veffels to the fort, 
was not effected in the manner I could 
have wifhed, and I was determined not 
to purfue my pian this day. Thefort 
Sred a great deal of ammunition with- 
out much execution ; and our batte- 
ries by degrees difmounted their guns, 
and made them very fhy of ftanding to 
their batteries. 
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The fire of our batteries continued 
till yefterday in the afternoon, when 
the garrifon beat a parley, and I recei- 
ved (a copy of which Sir, I fend you 
inclofed) a letter from M. Pouchor, 
commandant, and I fent him the terms 
of capitulation figned, that he might 
copy it, fign it, and fend it back to me; 
after which Lieutenant-colonel Mafley, 
with three companies of grenadiers, 
took pofleflion of the fort. 

As I imagine, Sir, it may be agreea-

ble to you to know feveral particulars 
of our paflage on the lake, the fiege of 


the fort, and the apparent fituation of 
this country, I fend Capt. Prefcott, one 
of my aides de camp, with this, that he 
may give you a clear information of a- 
ny thing you may chufe to know ; and 
I inclofe to you all the papers that may 
tend to give you a thorough infight 
into affairs here.

Copy of a Letter from Major-General 
Amberft to the Right Hon. Mr Se- 
cretary Pitt, dated Camp at Mont- 


real, the 8th of Sept. 1760. 


N the 26th of Augult, I did my- 

felf the honour of writing to 

you, by Capt. Prefcott, to give you. 
an account of the progrefs of his ma- 
jelty’s army at that time ; fiance which, 
i have proceeded to this. place. 


From 
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From the 26th to the 3oth, I was 
employed in repairing fome part of the 
fort, mending batteaus, and fitting out 
the veflels, befides making fuch prepa- 
rations, as I judgedeffentially necefla- 
ry for the paflage of the army down 
the river. ? 

On the 31ft I fet out, rowed 24 
miles, and encaniped on Ifle au Chat ; 
the rapides were more frightful than 
dangeiuus. 

Sept. 1ft, I paffed the Long Saut, 
marched covering parties on the fhore, 
the boats were obliged to row in fingle 
file, and keep at fome diltance ; this 
took up great time, though the current 
of the river was violent. The rapides 
were full of broken waves, the batteaus 
took in water, a corporaland 3 men of 
the Royal Highlanders were drowned : 
I encamped at Johnfon’s Point, 14 
miles from Ifle au Chat. I fent parties 
forward on the Lake ; Sir Wm John- 
fon went to an Indian village, Afque- 
fafina, to aflure them of protection 
on their good behaviour. 

ad, I rowed 24 miles down Lake St 
Francis, and encamped at Point au 
Beaudet. M. La Corne, witha party, 
had been here, and at the Indian vil- 
Jage. Very violentrain and wind came 
on at night; luckily our boats were in 
fheltercd coves. 

3d, The bad weather continuing, 
the army halted ; a fcouting party 
brought in a prifoner from the Ceders. 

4th, The army was in their boats 
feon alter day-break ; the weather was 
fivourable for pafling the worfe part 
of the river, but I am forry to acquaint 
you, the rapides were the occafion of 
€4 men being drowned. We loft 
jikewile 209 batteaus of regiments, 17 
of artillery, with fome artillery and 
flores. 17 whale-boats, and one 
row-gailey were fiaved ; the guns, with 
fome flores and provifions, will be fa- 
ved. J encamped this night at Ifle 
Perrot, about two miles from the ri- 
ver, with the regulars. It was too 
Jate for the greatelt part of the artille- 
ry and the provincisls to proceed 
there, and they encamped on the river 


wre 


5th, The Inhabitants of the Tang 
had all run into the woods, and. 
bandoned their houfes ; fome were ts. 
ken, and fome came in: I had the oath 
of allegiance tendered to them, and] 
put them in quiet pofleflion of their 
houfes ; and they feemed as much fur. 
prized with their treatment, as they 
were happy with it. The neceffary re. 
pairs of boats put it out of my power 
to proceed this day. The remains of 
the artillery and the provincial regi- 
ments joined me. 

6th, The army was in their boats 
foon after day-break ; I rowed in four 
columns by the right, as 1 intended to 
land on my left, at Ja Chine, on the 


‘Ifland of Montreal, about 3 leapues 


from my laft camp; the weather was 
favourable, and I landed without oppo- 
fition; fome flying parties run into 
Montreal, after a few fhots: To make 
the moft of the day I could, I marched 
on: The parties had broke up one 
bridge, which was foon repaired ; and, 
after a march of two leagues, I formed 
the troops on a plain before Mont- 
real, where we lay the night on our 
arms; and I got up two 12 pounders, 
five 6, and five 3 pounders, of light 
artillery. I left che New York troops 
and two Conneéticut regimen's for the 

fecurity of the boats at La Chine. 
7th, In the morning, two oflicers 
came to an advanced poft, with a let- 
ter from the Marqnis de Vaudreuil, re- 
ferring me to what one of them, le 
Colonel Bougainville, had to ‘ay. 
The converfation ended, with a ceffati- 
on of arms, till tweive o’clock, st 
which time the propofals came: ! ree 
turned mine, and wrote to the Mar- 
quis de Vaudreuil. This was followed 
by anothertetter from the governor: 
I fent my anfwer. I then received 4 
letter from M. de Levis, which J an- 
fwered. The troops lay on their arms 
at night, and foon after day I had 4 
letter from the Marquis de Vaudreuil, 
which I anfwered, and fent Major A- 
bercrombie into town, to bring me 
the articles of copitulation, figned by 
the Marquis de Vaudreuil, of — i 
Have 
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have fent him a duplicate figned by 
me; and Colonel Haldimand, with the 
renadiers and light infantry of the 
army, has taken poffeflion of a poft, and 
will proceed to-morrow in fulfilling the 
articles of capitulation. I thought it 
better, from the number of battalions, 
to oblige them not to ferve during the 
prefent war, than to incumber England 
with them as prifoners of war. I 
fhall do myfelf the honour of fending 
the colours of the battalion to you by 
the next occafion. 
Governor Murray, with the troops 
from Quebec, landed below the town 
yefterday, and Colonel Haviland with 


his corps (that took poffeflion of the 


Ifle au Noix which the enemy aban- 
doned on the 21th) is this day ar- 
rived at the South Shore oppofite my 
camp. I fhould not do jultice.to go- 
vernor Murray and Col. Haviland, if 
I did not affure you they have executed 
the orders I gave them to the utmoft 
of my wifhes. I mult. likewife beg 
leave to fay, I am obliged to Brigadier 
‘General Gage for the afliftance he has 
given me, and I have taken the liberty 
to give in public orders, my affuran- 
ces to the three armies, that 1 would 


‘take the firft opportunity of acquainting 


‘the king,. with the zeal and bravery 
which has always been exerted by the 
officers and foldiers of the regular and 
provincial troops, as alfo by his ma- 
jelty’s faithful Indian allies. 

Sir William Johnfon_has taken un- 
wearied pains in keeping the Indians in 
humane bounds; and I have the plea- 
fore to.affure you, that not a peafant, 
woman, or child, has been hurt by 
them, or a houfe burnt, fince I entered 
what was the enemy’s country. 

A compleat lift of artillery, arms, 
ammunition, ftores, &c. in the feveral 
polts, as well as thofe of Montreal, 
fhall be made out, which 1 fhall tranf- 
Mit to you: time does not permit this 
at prefent to be done. 

I am to acknowledge the honour of 
receiving, on the 3oth of Auguilf, your 
duplicate, of the 14th, with your let- 
ter of the 2oth of June, incioling a 
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copy of inftruétions to Lord Colville, 
of the 20th of June. The affurances 
you have been pleafed to give me, of 
his majefty’s approbation, on receipt 
of my feveral difpatches, makes me ve- 
ry happy. 

I fhall now ufe my utmoft endea- 
vours for fettling every thing in this 
country to keep a fure poffeflion of it ; 
and I fhall immediately difpofe of the 
troops in fuch manner, that I may 
compleatly finifh the forts which were 
begun laft year, and as far as the fea- 
fon will permit me, I fhall repair or 
erect fuch forts or pofts, as may be ne- 
‘ceflary for ftrengthening and infuring 
the future command of the Jakes, with 
the poffeflion of every part of the fouth 
fide of the river St Laurence. 

I inclofe to you, fir, a copy of the 
articles of capitulation, with copies of 
all the letters that have paffed, for your 
information of the whole tranfaction, 

I imagine there may be many parti- 
culars you may like to know in what 
has paffed fince I difpatched Captain 
Prefcott, and I now fend Major Barre 
with this, that you may receive all the 
intelligence I can give you of the ad- 
parent ftate of every thing in this 
country.

and fwear the inhabitantsof the north 
fhore, whenever it could be done with- 
out retarding his junction with me. 
The wind proved frequently contra- 
ry, and put it in his power to accept 
of the fybmiffion of moft of the pa- 
rifhes, on the north fhore, as far as 
the Trois Rivieres, which though the 
capital of the government of the fame 
name, is no more than an open ftrag- 
ling village. 

I found the inhabitants of the parifh 
of Sorrel had deferted their habitations 
and in arms, I was therefore under the 
cruel neceflity of burning the greatelt 
part of thefe poor unhappy people's 
houfes.

Apt. Byron, fenior officer of the 

king’s thips at Lotifbourg, in 
confequence of intelligence he had re- 
ceived from Brig. Gen. Whitmore, of 
fome fhips of the enemy being at Rifti- 
gouchi in the bottom of the bay of 
Chaleurs, immediately failed with the 
Fame, Dortetthire, Achilles, Scarbo- 
rough, and Repulfe; and found the 
French fhips at the place defcribed, 
being the Machaux frigate of 30 guns, 
two large ftore-fhips, and 19 fail of 
fmaller veffels, moft of which had 
been taken from our traders la{t year 
and this. All thefe, with two batteries 
and 200 houfes, were deftroyed, and 
the fettlement totally ruined. But I 
cannot do juftice to Capt. Byron’s {pi- 
rited behaviour better, than by enclo- 
fing a copy of his letter to me 35. 
which being dated in the bay of Cha- 
leurs on the 14th of July, I imagine 
was immediately after this fervice was 
performed. ‘The frigate and ftore- 
fhips came out in the {pring, but find- 
ing our fquadron hdd got up the river. 
before them, put into the bay of Cha- 
leurs. Capt. Wallis, with the, Prince 
of Orange, Rochefter, and three armed 
veffels, was (in purfuance of my orders) 
going up the bay of Chaleurs, but met 
Capt. Byron coming down. 


~~ The joint requelt of Generals Am- 


herft and Murray, concurring with my 
own inclinations to ferve Capt. Deane, 
of the Diana, has induced me to fend 
him to wait on you with this letter. 
He commanded all the veflels employ- 
ed on the expedition from Quebec to 
Montreal; and from his own abilities 
has furmounted the difficulties of an 
unknown, intricate, dnd dangerous na- 
vigation, To fam up his merit in one 
fentence, he has approved himfelf a 
molt deferving officer; and as tuch I 
prefume to recommend him to your 
favour.

SIR, 
S your paper appears to me very 
diffufive, I take the _get of 
ding you my opinion with relation 
i ap for the bite of a mad dog; 
which,.if inferted, I apprehend may 
be of fervice to mankind, in refpect to 
this particular affection, fo terrifying 
to our apprehenfions, and dreadful in 
its confequences, when people arc af- 
feted either in imagination, or in 
reality bit by a mad dog ; I fay affect- 
edin imagination, becaufe amongii a 
great many men, women, and chil- 
dren, which I have had under my 
care, during upwards of forty years 
practice (in cafes of this fort) I re- 
member one man, who is now living, 
and in- health, that was fo terrified on 
account of a little dog, that got upon 
his bed, and licked his face; which 
dog, he believed, was going mad; fo 
that he could not be perfuaded but he 
fhould fuffer from fuch accident ; for, 
the worlt of it was, the dog was killed, 
therefore no prognoltic could be form- 
ed whether he was really mad or other- 
wife; however, his imagination was 
fo ftrack, and his notions fo bewilder- 
ed, that he told me he could fee birds, 
as thrufhes, black-birds, &c. in the 
hedges, as he paffed along, tho’ the 
night was ever fo dark; and when I 
told him that this was all fancy and 
chimera, and that if the thing was as 
he reprefented, yet it was not any ef- 
fential fymptom attendant upon the 
bite of 'a mad dog; yet he continued 
very uneafy and unfettled in his head 
for many weeks, and look’d pale upon 
the account :: Wherefore I found it ne- 
ceilary to apply medicines to his ima- 
ination, efpecially as he had a {trong 
belicf of the efficacy of fome fort of 
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of a ¢ompofition vended about by one 
Mr Hill, of Ormfkirk, in the county 
of Lancafter; and which is faid to be 
the fame that Mrs Parker, of Colne 
Edge, difpofes of, when people apply 
for fomething to cure the bite of a 
mad dog, though in faét, neither the 
Ormikirk medicine,-nor that of Colne 
Edge, feems to claim any merit, far- 
ther than eafing people of their fear ; 
which indeed, is moltly the effecfion 
when thefe inefficacious and effete 
medicines are called for. I have faid, 
that I let this man go to Mr Hill, and 
then he became fatisfied and eafy in 
his mind, and regained his colour and 
complexion in a few weeks; andI 
could enumerate many cafes fomething 
fimilar to this, but thus far 1 know, 
viz. that about fourteen years ago, a 
man near Garftang, in this county, 
happening to go into his barn, and 
finding a ftrange dog, he took upa 
pitch-fork to drive it out, and the dog 
leaping up at the man, bit him in his 
lip, and then made away; fo a mef- 
fenger was immediately difpatched to 
Mr Hill, and the /pecific powder was 
given without effect; for the poor 
man died barKing mad in a very little 
time: and I could name other inftances 
in brutes, as cows and dogs, where 
this cried-up /pecific has failed of fuc- 
cefs, But.indeed, every county in 
England has one or more, who pre- 
tend to fell fomething or other asa 
certain cure for the bite of a mad dog: 
and not only England, but in mol o- 
ther kingdoms, it is the fame with ree 
{pect to thefle empirical proceedings. 
And how can we expect otherwife, 
while the bulk of mankind continue 
ignorant of the property of matter, 
nay even of the property of the very 
air we breathe in; therefore, when a 
perfon is bit by a mad dog, let the part 
be immediately fcarified, or cutwith a 
razor or {harp penknife, as deep (if in 
a flefhy part) as the dog’s teeth might 
be fuppofed to enter, then take a nar- 
row-mouth’d pitcher or {mail pickle- 
pot, and put lighted tow, or a fheet of 
brown paper cn fire, {queezing the

paper together fo as to go into the 
pitcher before you fet it on fire; and 
this will rarefy the air in the veffel, fo 
as to meke it anfwer the end of a cup- 
ing glafs; and it muft be applied with 
the mouth upon the part bit, while the 
flame is {trong; viz. towards the Jat- 
ter end of the flaming; that by this 
means it may adhere ftrongly to the 
fiefh; and after it has continued three 
or four minutes, if it will leave the 
{kin eafily by working it a little up at 


the edge ; you may repeat the fame o- 


peration three or four times fuccefflive- 
ly, fo as to draw out a good deal of 
blood; or: if the part that is bit be 
fuch as not to admit of a narrow- 
mouthed pitcher, or pickle-pot, you 
may make a good cuping-glafs of a 
wide-mouthed poofeberry bottle; the 
Jarger the bottle the better, but it 
fhould be very dry. 

I mention this method, becaufe it 
often falls out that a furgeon is not 
near at hand; for if there is one to be 
had immediately, and that he has his 
cuping-glaifes and fcarificator in order, 
he will perform the operation accord- 
ing to art; though as the poifon is 
quick in its pafling into the refluent 
blood and juices, fo fhould help be as 
fear at band as poflible; wherefore 
the methed I have mentioned may be 
put in practice till a furgeon can be 
had, who may apply his cuping-glaffes, 
&c. and when the part has been cuped 
and f{carified as above, then anoint it 
well with any kind of oil or fat, but 
rather oil of olive, or goofe preafe, 
the lait of which is a very penetrating 
greafe, and will greatly help to fhesth 
the poifonous Saliva of the mad-dog, 
for as a dog’s teeth are not tubulated 
in the manner of the viper, which 
emits its poilon throvgh the holes in 
the teeth, from fmall veficles or blad- 
ders, at the root of the teeth, when 
that creature bites; I fay, as this is 
not the cafe, a great part of the Saliva, 
0 Slaver of the mad-cop, ftops upon 
the cuticle or fearf-(kin, when the dog 
bic'; therefore the danger may be 
m i¢ calily prevented. And let it not 
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appear ftrange that penetrating o; 

fatty fubftances, thould have : ro 
ty of preventing the bad effeds of 
thefe bites ; when we are well affured 
that the viper-catchers, who keep Little 
dogs that will make a fet or Point at 
vipers, on the mofs grounds, onls 
{mear their hands over with the fat of 
vipers, and are void of fears nor re. 
ceive any harm, tho’ the vipers bite 
them ever fo much; and though vi- 
per’s fat is very penetrating, yet has 
it nothing of a fpecific quality wheteby 
to deftroy the venom of the bite, any 
more than other un¢tions or oily ap. 
plications ; and for thefe reafons thofe 


gentlemen who taik much of cinnabar rs 
and mofk, or the Tonquin medicine, . 
&e. &c. are little verfed in natural pe: 
philofophy, the ceconomy of the hu- fe 
man hody, or the modus operandi of ‘ 
medicine; for Jet any common capa 
city only confider the venemous Saliva 

of a dog entering the true fkin;- for P 


there are two fkins upon the human 
body, viz. the cutis and cuticula; the 
latter of which has not any blood vel- 
fels, but is formed of excrementitious 
matter from the reticulum mucofum, a8 
Malpighi terms it; and this fkin is in- 
fenfible, and fpread all over the body 
(except under the nails) in order to 
defend the extremities of the nerves; 
otherwife, if we were f{triped of this 
membrane, we fhould agonize at every 
pore, as Mr Pope very juitly exprefles 
it; now the cuticle, or fcarf-fkin, be 
ing infenfible and void of blood veflels, 
the venemous Saliva of the dog would 
not hurt us, tho’ fpread upon it, pro- 
vided it was firm and not broken; and 
it might be fafely wafhed off with wa- 
ter; therefore the account we have in 
the Philofophical Tranfactions, rel2- 
ting two boys that were playing with 
the ear of a dog that had been bit by 
a mad-dog, and the dog’s ear bleeding 
upon the boys hands, they both, fome 
time after, went mad, and died; but 
this did not proceed from the blood 
of the dog, I dare fay, for fome of 
the Slaver has been about his ear, 30 


the children’s hands or fingers ver 
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had cuts or fores upon them, by which 
fach venom entered the {mall capillary 
or hair-like veflels, and fo got into 
the mafs of blood, and contaminated 
it; I fay again, let any common man 
only confider the venom entering by 
{mall wounds made by the dog’s teeth, 
and tell me whether he cannot equally 
believe the doctrine of tranfubftantia- 
tion, or the tranf{migration of fouls, 
as that any kind of medicine whatever, 
taken into the ftomach of an animal, 
thall be able to {top the progrefs of the 
venemous Saliva, and effectually fecure 
vs from its deadly effects; no, no, 
they are Tyros in our art, who argue 
foimmechanically ; and their running 
over, and quoting the Arabian, Greck, 
and Roman authors, on this fubject, 
ferve only to difplay their reading, 
and fhew us that they are more be- 
wildered in a variety of words and 
opinions, than truly fenfible of the 
matter in hand. 
- Ihave obferved a number of re- 
ctipts (as. they call them) inferted in 
the Chronicle, and other News-Papers, 
for the cure of the bite I am treating 
upon, and amongft the reft, one of 
them is pretended to be found in fome 
church or other in the South of Eng- 
land, as if fent there by Providence 
for the good of mankind. But this 
receipt is no more than a copy of that 
in Bates’s Difpenfatory, under the title, 
Decottum ad morfum canis rabidi; or, 
* Adecodtion again(t the bite of a mad- 
* dog ;’ which is prepared of rue, gar- 
lick, London or Venice treacle, and 
filings of pewter, to be boiled in ale, 
and the liquor to be taken inwardly, a 
certain quantity per day for nine days 
(as there is luck in an odd number) 
and the magma, or refiduum, to be 
applied as a poultice to the wcund ; 
and then follows, in this book of ig- 
norance, fome other recipes for the 
fame intention, fuch as the liver of 
the mad dog, and the volatile falt of 
we whole dog, &c. mere nonfenfical 
suet though I have feen peo- 
pie run after the fuppofed mad - 


dog in order to get his /iver: and 
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thefe notions will {till prevail as long 
as 

The Queen of Night, whofe arge command, 

Rules all the fea, and balf the land; 

And over motif? and crazy brains, 

In bigh fpring tides, at midnight reigns, 

HuDIBRAS. 
It is a well known truth, that cé/ ta- 
ken inwardly in pretty large dofes, has 
prevented the bad effeéts of arfenic, 
and other poifons, when peopla have 
either wilfully or inadvertently taken 
fuch fubftances; and if the wound or 
wounds made by the bite of a mad- 
dog, are cupped and {carified, and oil 
or goofe-greafe rubbed well upon the 
part, it is more likely by far to fubdue 
the poifon than /a/t and water, and 
fuch applications as are no way war- 
rantable by the true philofophy now 
eftablifhed. 

I have had many under my care who 
were bit by real mad dogs, and fuch 
dogs have been tied up and died mad, 
and, I thank God, none ever went 
mad that I had to do with, although 
bit in their hands and fingers fo fe- 
verely that they dropt with blood, and 
my method was as defcribed; but it is 
a comfortable confideration, when we 
reflect upon it, viz. that moft dogs 
that are purfued as mad dogs, are not 
really fo; for a dog that is purfued 
and beaten, and tumbled about in dirt, 
will, from the inftinét of felf-preferva- 
tion, naturally defend himfelf, and fly 
at all others in his way; whereas a 
dog really mad, will not go out of a 
{trait road on purpofe to bite either 
man or beatt, 

I remember a carrier, who carried 
goods between Kirby Lonfdsle and 
Bernard-Caftle, that went mad as he 
was travelling over Stain-moor, near 
two years after he had been bit by a 
mad dog ; but in this cafe, the poilon 
had lodged at the very extremities of 
the circulating veffels, and till fome 
bruife had happened to the part, ora 
fore or fcorbutic fpot broke out where 
the dop’s teeth had pierced the cuticle 
or {carf-{kin, I fay, till this happened, 
the poifonous faliva of the dog had no 


ill effect upon the blood and juices of - 
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the man’s body ; but when this vene- 
mous faliva is put in motio#, it is fo 
fubti! and deleterious, that it runs as 
quick almolt as a {park of fire among 
gun powder, and throws the whole 
nervous fyltem into burry and confu- 
fion, which terminates ina moft mi- 
ferable death. And as to fome of:our 
faculty, pretending they have perform- 
ed cures upon their patients, when the 
Aydrophcbia or dread of water has been 
on them, it is all a farce; fince it is 
plain, that then the diforder is in its 
laft (tape, and the patient irretrievable 
by our art. Therefore, I apprehend, 
that fuch cafes are miftated, and the 
fymptoms judged to be what in reality 
they were not, becaufe, in people of 
a delicate texture of fibres and quick 
imagination, it is wonderful to fee 
how they sre affected when terrors of 
feveral kinds feize their /pirits, as they 
term it; and hence fuch a conftitution 
and ftru&ure of the animal féres, 
would fuffer moft from the apprehen- 
fion of having been bit by a mad-dog, 
and the patient, having read or heard 
of an hydrophotia, or dread of water, 
might work him or herfelf up to fuch 
a pitch, that the Doctor, unlefs he 
was well verfed in diflinguifhing be- 
tween difeafes and /smptoms, would be 
at a lofs to know whether it was, or 
was not a genuine Aydrophosia.

Trials, mere, this query, feem to

At this, my friend, lifting up his 
hands with an appearance, as J thoughr, 
of difapprobation ;—I am not fo weak, 
continued I, to propofe this as a plan 
of education for wives, with any view 
to ferve their hufbands, knowing ve- 
ry well that our fundamental laws 
have given the man too much power 
over his wife, to take any directions 
from her, unlefs he would degrade his 
charaéter ; therefore it would be 
thrown away upon them, except in 
fome cafes, when it might be fervicea- 
ble to their gallants ;—but indeed, it 
is not much the cuffom of young 
men of quality to marry, or at leaft, 
asitis very unfafbionablé to live on 
any other than French terms with 
their wives, when they do,—my pro- 
jetis principally calculated for cour- 
tezans and kept miffrefes, whole pow- 
er we know, is always ab/olute.

WHITEHALL, O&. 25. Between 
the hours of 7 and 8 this morning, our 
late moft gracious fovereign King 
George II. was fuddenly feized, at hts 
palace at Kenfington, by a violent dif- 
order, and fell down {peechlefs, and 
foon expired, notwithftanding al] pof- 
ible methods ufed for his recovery. 
He departed this life in the 77th year 
of his age, and the 34th of his reipn ; 
beloved, honoured, and regretted by 
his fubjects for his eminent and priuce- 
ly virtues, 

Whereupon the lords of the privy- 
council, affembling at Carleton houte, 
gave orders for proclaiming his pre- 
fent majefty, who caufed all the lords 
and others of the late king’s privy- 
council, to be fworn of his majefty’s 
Privy council, and his majelty was 
leafed to make the following mott 
8'ctous declaration, 





© The lofs that I and the nation have 
fultained by the death otf the king, 
my grandfather, would have been 
feverely felt at any time, but coming 
at fo critical a juncture, and fo unex- | 
pected, it is by many circumf{lances 
augmented, and the weight now fall- 
ing upon mé much increafed ; I feel 
my own infufficiency to fopport it 
as I wifh ; but animated by the ten- 
dereft affeGtion for my native coun- 
try, and depending on th¢ adviee, 
experience, and abilities of your 
lordfhips, on the fupport and ailift- 
ance of every honeft man, I enter 
with chearfulnefs into this arduous 
fituation, and fhall make it the bult- | 
nefs of my life to promote, in every I 
thing, the glory and happinels of

church and [tate; and as I mount 
the throne in the midit of an expen- 
five, but juft and neceffary war, | 
fhall endeavour to profecute it in 
the manner moft likely to bring on 
an honourable and lafting peace, in 
concert with my allies.’

His majefty, at his firlt coming in- 
to the council, was this day pleafed to 
declare, that underftanding the law re- 
quires he fhould, at his acceflion to 
the throne, take and fubfcribe the 
oath relating to the church of Scot- 
Jand, he was now ready to do it this 
firft opportunity ; which his majefty 
avas gracioully pleafed to do according 
to the torms ufed by the law of Scot- 
Jand, and iubfcribed two inftruments 
thereof in the prefence of the lords of 
the council, who witnefled the fame : 
and his majelty was pleafed to order, 
that one of ibe faid inftruments be 
tran{mitted to ihe court of feffion to 
be recorded in the books of Sederunt, 
and afterwsrds to be forthwith lodged 
in the public regifler of Scotland. And 
that the other of them remain among 
the records of the council, and be en- 
tered in the council-book. 

His late majefty rofe in the morning 
at his ufual hour, without any apparent 
figns of indifpofition. He called his 
page, drank his chocolate, and enqui- 
red about the wind, as if anxious about 
the arrival of the mails. He opened 
his window, and fooking out of it, 
and feeing it a fine day, faid he would 
walk in the gardens. This paffed 
while the page attended him at break- 
f.it; but on leaving the rocm he 
heard a decp liph, immediately follow- 
ed by a noife like the falling of a bil- 
let of wood from the fire; and retura- 
ing halliy, found the king dropt from 
the feat, as if in attempting to ring 
the be!l, who fatd faintly,call Amelia, 
and then expired. He was inftantly 
railed and laid upon the bed, the prin- 
ceis was called, who was told he was 
dead wpon her coterieg the roam, but 
being a little deaf, and her {pirits hur- 
tied by the alarm, fue did not under- 
{tand what was taids; and ren to the 
bed-ide, and ftooping tenderly over 
her father, as thinking he might feak 
to herin a iow voice, fhe then firit 

{cavered he was dead ; this thock 
fo iudden, fo unexrested, and fo vio- 
lent, threw her into an agony, an pro- 
duced a diforder of which fhe is not 
yet recoverce,

His majefty, in the fall, received q 
fmall hurt on the temple, and his phy. 
ficians and furgeons being fent for 
came inftantly to his affiltance, he 
without effect. An attempt was made 
to bleed him, but the iffues of life were 
dried up» The news of this event, 
which threw the court into the utmo(} 
con{ternation, was carried to the fe. 
cretaries of {tate, Mr Pitt, whofe 
coach was ready at the door to drive 
to his country feat, was then ordered 
immediately to Kew, where he ac- 
quainted his majeily with the great 
event in form, the king having firlt 
heard it on the road, as he was riding 
out, by a meffenger who had been dif- 
patched by one of the pages of the pre- 
fence, he turned back, and at Kew he 
received a letter from the princels A- 
melia, foon after which Mr Pitt arti- 
ved. 

His highnefs prepared immediately 
to attend the privy-council, that spon 
the king’s demife, had got together as 
fait as poflible. What fol!owed the ar- 
ticles in the Gazette declare. —- His late 
majefty derived his title to thefe king- 
doms from Elizabeth, the only furvi- 
viog daughter of James I, who marri- 
ed Frederick V. Count Palatine of the 
Rhine, elected king of Bohemia, but 
never put in poffeflion of the throne. 
By this prince, Elizabeth had a daugh- 
ter, who was afterwards married to 
Erne(ft Augaitus, eleior of Brunfwick, 
and duke of Hanover, the great granc- 
father to the late king. Upon thead- 
dication of King James IJ. his two 
daughters Mary and Anne, fuccetlive- 
ly filled the Britith throne; but both 
dying without iffue, the crown devolv- 
ed on George I. grandfon to Eliza 
beth, daughter of James I. This 
prince, when of age, married his Act 
coufin, dauphter and heireis of the 
duke of Zell, by which that dukedom 


became united to the Cominions of 


tfanever. This lady, whofe nome 


wis Sophia Dorothea, is faid by a Ger- 
man writer to have been betiothed t0 
Aucultus Frederic, prince of \\ oifem 
buttle, two years before fhe was pre 
yalled upon, by motives of family !=- 
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terelt, to marry the young prince of 
prunfwick. This may in fome fort 
account for the little affection that af- 
rerwards fubfiltea between thofe preat 

rfonages. By this marriage, howe- 
yer, he had two children, the late king, 
and a princefs, married to the king of 
Prufia, mother to the prefent illuitrious 
monarch. Our late king was born in 
1683, and when in his 15th year was 
prefented by his grandfather, the 
prince of Zell, to King William, who 
received him with the fondnefs of a pa- 
rent. On the qth of April, 1706, he 
was elected knight companion of the 
moft noble order of the garter; on 
the 2d of June following was invelted 
with the whole habit and enfigns of 
the order ; and on the 22d of Dec. 
1710, was initalled st Windfor, with 
the Dukes of Devonfhire and Argyle, 
Lord Halifax being his proxy. In 
Nov. 1705, he was created duke, mar- 
quis, earl, and vifcount, by the title of 
duke and marquis of Cambridge, ear] 
of Milford-haven, vifcount Northaller- 
ton, end baron of Tewkfbury.—It 
was obferved by fome friends of his 
highnefs, at that time, that it was a 
defect to give him the peerage of Eng- 
land, and not the precedency of ail o- 
ther peers. 

In 1708, he went a volunteer to 
make a campaign in the Netherlands, 
under John, duke of Marlborough. 
On the 22d of June, he arrived at the 
camp, and on the rith of July, the 
battle of Qudenard was fought, in 
which his eleétoral highnefs putiing 


himfelf at the head of a {quadron of - 


Hanoverian dragoons, commanded by 
Lieut. Gen Bulow, charged the enemy 
{word in band, with the greate{t in- 
trepidity. His horfe was kilicd uncer 
him, and Col. Lufechky, who com- 
manded the {quadron, was flain, brave- 
ly fighting by his Ge. On the accef- 
fion of George 1. to. the throne in 
1724, orders were brought from Ha- 
hover to the regency, to prepare a pa- 
tent for creating the electoral prince, 
George Augultus, prince of Wales. 
George l. dying atUlmiorug.juacil, 
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on the 14th the melancholy news ar- 
rived in England, whereupon the lords 
of the privy-council aflembling at Lei- 
celter houfe, gave orders for proclain- 
ing his fon, George prince of Wales, 
king of England, which was done a- 


bout ten o'clock of the morning of the 


next day. On Wednefday the 11th 
of October 1727 (O.S.) his majelty 
was crowned in Wellminiter abbey, 
with his royal confort, the princefs 
Carolina Wilhelmina Dorothea, daugh- 
ter of John Fiederick, margrave of 
Brandenbourg Anipach, to whom he 
was marricd on the 22d day of June 


‘1705. 


Upon opening his majelty, the 
right ventricle of the heart was found 
burft, and the pericardium, filled wiih 
& great quantity of extravalated and 
coagulated blood. The left ventricle 
was found empty, and the coats of all 
the veflels were worn away exeremely 
thin, and every fymptom appeared that 
indicated a univerfal decay of ail the 
vital parts. His majefty had been 
frequently out of order of late, and kis 
pulle fo extremely low, that the phyji- 
cians could fcarce perceive any mo- 
tion init at all. The key of his bu- 
reau was found in his band. 

26. This day, about noon, his ma- 
jelty [Ring George I1I.] was proclaims 
ed, rit betore Saville-houle, where the 
officers of {tate, nobility, and privy- 
councellors, were prefent, with the of 
ficers of arms, all being on foot : 
Then the officers of arms, being 
mounted on horfeback, the like was 
done at Charing-crofs; within Temple 
bar : at the end of Wood-ilreer ; and 
la{tly at the Royal iixchange, with the 
vfual folemnities. The archbifsop of 
Canterbury, the Duke of Leeds, and 
Jord Falmouth actended the proceflion 
into ‘he city. 

The foam of the proclamation is as 
follows : 

Hiloreas ét hath pleased almighty God, 
to call to bis mercy, our late { rvereign 
lord xing George the fecond, of bleed 
memory, by whofe deceafe the imperial 
crowns of Great-Britaitiy Piauce, aa 
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Ireland, are felely and rightfully come 
to the high and mighty Prince, George, 
Prince of Wales; we therefore the 
lords fpiritual and temporal of this 


realm, being here afifted with thofe of 


his late majefty’s privy-council, with 
numbers of other principal gentlemen 
of quality, with the lord-mayor, alder- 
men, and citizens of London, do now 


hereby, with one voice and confent of 


tongue and heart, publifh and proclaint, 
that the high and mighty prince, George 
prince of Wales, is now, by the death 
‘of our late Soversign, of happy memory, 
See our onty lawful and rightful 
licge Lord George the third, by the 
Grace of God, King of Creat-Britain, 
France and Ireland, defender of the 
faith, and fo forth: To wiom we do 
acknowledge all faith ond confeant obe- 
dience, with all hearty and bumble af- 
feition, befceching Ged, by whom kings 
and queens do réign, to blefi the royal 
Prince George the third with long and 
happy years to retcn over us. 

Given at the cotrt at Carleton- 
noule, this 25th day of October, 1760.

“1 have great fatisfaction in the 
early marks you have given me of your 
zeal and affection for me and my go- 
vernment 

And I return you my hearty thanks. 
You may rely on my tender concern for 
the rights, trade, and manufaGures of 
the city of London.
